bottom off the Newfoundland banks. 
Of the approximately 2,2oo people on 
board the giant liner, some of them 
of world-wide promint nee, only 675 
are known to have been saved. The 
VV hite Star Line office in New York. 
while keeping up hope to the last, 
were free to admit that there had 
been "a horrible loss of life.” 


Accepting the early estimates of the 
fatality list as accurate, the disaster 
is the greatest in the marine history 
of the world. The nearest approach 
to it in magnitude were the disasters 
to the steamer Atlantic in 1873, when 
574 lives were lost, and La Bour­ 
gogne. in Isi*s. with a fatality list of 
571. 


Should It prove that other liners, 
notably the Allan liners Parisian anu

In talking with a bank clerk ac­ 
quaintance not long ago the Office 
u indow learned something of the In­ 
side of bank management. 
The bank 
where our informant had been em­ 
ployed for many years, it seems, had 
passed through two or three consoli­ 
dations. 
With each consolidation our 
friend s position had been made less 
financially 
attractive, 
while 
the 
251 amount of work that was required in 
his particular department was neces­ 
sarily much increased. 
In this bank 
any change in the salaries of any one 
of the hundred or more clerks must 
be approved and recommended to the 
bank management by the chief clerk. 
the tenure of whose office largely de­ 
pends upon his ability to keep down 
bank operating expenses. 
In the old days the president of this 
bank received $12,000 per annum. To­ 
day the president draws $35,000 a 
year and has two or three vice-presi­ 
dents to aid him. 
These vice-presi­ 
dents have annual salaries ranging*be- I 
tween $6,000 and $7,000. 
As will be 
seen, the emoluments of the bank’s 
officers have more than doubled with 
the Increase In the banking business 
transacted by the institution, while 
the clerks have been obliged to meet 
1 the increased cost of living on salaries ^ on- showin 
that are the same as or less than they 
were some years ago.
